Butin the meantime, to facilitate the preliminary discussions which 
will have to be undertaken with the colonies interested, we desire to submit 
the following Le son gn suggestions on the general outlines of a scheme

17. Itis quite clear that the mere abolition of indentured emigration, a 
course which implies the refusal to allow any emigrant to leave the country 
under a contract, will not be sufficient. The result of this would be that 
recruiters would induce coolies to go without ar agreement, but by the 
grant of advances, or by fraud, and the coolies on their arrival if the colony 
would be wholly at the mercy of its laws, and might be compelled to work 
out the advances which they had received, or were alleged to have received, 
by local labour laws with which the Government of India would have 
greatly weakened its power of interference. The mere abolition of inden- 
tured emigration, while it would remove what is in India considered a racial 
stigma, would not do away with the morally undesirable features of coolie life 
in the colonies, or with the abuses of contract recruiting in India, and yet 

ese are stains from which British administration in India ought to cleanse 
itself. The introduction of a system of recruitment on sardari or kangani 
lines w we admit, present difficulties in the case of distant colonies. 
It would be costly to arrange for the continuous voyage under proper condi- 
ns of small=parties of coolies; and the system must, in any case, be freed 
fro: which the receipt of advances and the Ceylon enticement 
law attach to the kangani system. We think, however, that such difficulties 
can, ould, be met. One of the best features of the last mentioned 
ystem is the possibility which it holds out of improving the present 
bnormal sex ratio with its attendant evils, the removal of which is, in our 
absolutel; essential condition of whatever new system be intro- 
the pl ice of indentured emigration.

4. From March onwards, the rapid embarkation ‘of troops for France 
depleted my forces considerably, During this month the military opera- 
tions on the eastern front, if, not momentous, were satisfactory. On 6th 
March a very gallant and snecessful attack on Hassana was made by 
the Royal Flying Corps, which resulted in the destruction of the pumping 
station. Bomb attacks were made on Nekhl and other places in Sinai, and 
on 24th March Hassana was again attacked in foree with bombs. In the 
northern sector, the preliminary steps were being taken for the advance to 
Qatia.

5. On llth Mareh I received instructions from the Jate Secretary of 
State for War that the command of the troops in Egypt was to be 
reorganised, and that I was appointed General Officer Commanding-in-Chief 
all the Imperial forces in this country. which added to my original 
command, the command held by General Sir John Maxwell.

In the Qatia District, where alone there is sufficient water-supply to 
maintain a large body of troops, preliminaries to the accomplishment of our 
ultimate aim—the permanent occupation of the well-watered zone radiati 
15 miles east and south-east of Qatia—were steadily pushed on. On 2 
April, a squadron of the Gloucestershire Hassars ander Lieutenant-Colonel 
Yorke, with a detachment of Bikanir Camel Corps, reconnoitred Bir el Abd, 
some 15 miles east of Qatia, met with no resistance, and burnt some tents, 
and stores belonging to the enemy.

On the morning of thé 23rd, both posts stood to arms at 4 AM., and I 
have ascertained that patrols had gone out by that hour, though those at 
Oghratina were probably much hampered ee thick fog. 

On the 22nd April, the Royal Flying Corps reported to No. 3 Section 
that new bodies of enemy troops were at Bir el Bayud, 15 miles east-south- 
east of Qatia, and Bir el Mageibra, 10 miles south-east of Qatia.’
